The  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  York 
Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  was 
held  at  the  Hospital,  corner  of  Lexington  Avenue  and 
Forty-second  Street,  November  ioth,  1898. 

Mr.  William  B.  Isham  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and 
Mr.  Arthur  P.  Sturges  appointed  Secretary  of  the  meeting. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the 
Report  to  the  Society  of  the  operations  of  the  Hospital  by 
Virgil  P,  Gibney,  M.  D.,  Surgeon-in-Chief,  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  Frederick  Sturges,  submitted  a 
statement  of  his  accounts,  approved  by  the  Auditing  Com- 
mittee, which  was  read  and  approved,  wereupon  it  was, 
on  motion, 

Resolved , That  the  Annual  Report  and  the  accompany- 
ing reports  of  the  Surgeon-iu- Chief  and  Treasurer  be 
printed  under  the  direction  of  a Committee,  consisting  of 
Messrs.  Jennings,  Isham,  Willets  and  Dr.  Gibney. 

The  Annual  Flection  of  Officers  and  Managers  of  the 
Society  was  then  held,  and  the  following-named  persons 
recommended  by  the  Nominating  Committee  were  duly 
elected. 

No  other  business  appearing  before  the  meeting,  on 
motion  the  Society  adjourned.

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^Candidates  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  must  be  graduates  in  medi- 
cine. In  making  an  appointment,  preference  is  given  to  those  who  have  had 
a general  hospital  service.  A member  of  the  Staff  is  appointed  in  February, 
June,  and  October.  He  serves  four  months  as  Second  Junior,  four  as  a 
Junior,  four  as  Senior,  and  four  as  House  Surgeon,  residing  in  the  Hospital 
during  the  entire  period  of  sixteen  months.  The  applications  are  to  be  made 
both  personally  and  in  writing  to  the  Surgeon-in-Chief.

The  report  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  gives  the  details  of  the 
work  accomplished  during  the  fiscal  year,  and  his  record  of  pa- 
tients treated  again  attests  the  value  and  the  public  appreciation 
of  our  services.  It  will  be  seen  from  his  report  that  not  all  pa- 
tients who  apply  for  treatment  are  received,  and  we  should  state 
that  a continuous  effort  is  made  to  restrict  our  work  to  the  needs 
of  the  worthy  poor.  To  this  end,  we  conform  strictly  to  the 
requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities. 

Every  patient  recommended  for  admission,  either  by  the 
members  of  the  Surgical  Staff  or  by  patrons  of  the  Hospital, 
is  recorded  on  a form  which  gives  the  name,  age  and  residence 
as  furnished,  and  this  form  is  sent  at  once  to  the  Charities 
Commission,  which  makes  a personal  investigation  as  to  the 
ability  of  the  patient  or  the  patient’s  family  to  pay  for  board  or 
treatment,  and  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  residence.  The 
Commission  gives  us  a prompt  report,  and  if  it  is  adverse  the 
patient  is  not  admitted.  Patients  who  can  afford  to  pay  for 
their  board  and  yet  are  unable  to  pay  for  medical  or  surgical 
service  likewise  .are  admitted,  but  their  names  are  not  included 
in  our  quarterly  list  to  the  comptroller. 

It  is  with  a high  degree  of  satisfaction  that  we  announce 
that  we  have  completed  the  extension  of  our  building  over  the 
north  half  of  our  end  of  the  block  in  accordance  with  the  poli- 
cy which  has  led  us,  during  many  years  to  acquire  the  land  and 
resources  we  have  now  used.  We  consider  that  it  meets  a long 
felt  want,  and  that  the  completed  hospital  building  is  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  Greater  New  York  and  conforms  with  the 
advances  made  in  both  Orthopedic  Surgery  and  in  the  Surgery 
of  Hernia.  It  is  a satisfaction  to  know  that  we  have  been  en- 
abled to  build  in  the  present  locality,  because  it  must  be 
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considered  the  transportation  center  of  the  city.  The  north  and 
south  and  cross-town  lines  enable  a patient  to  come  from  al- 
most any  distance  for  a five  cent  fare,  and  reach  the  hospital 
with  the  minimum  of  discomfort.  This  is  a prime  considera- 
tion for  a hospital  treating  ten  thousand  of  the  ruptured  and 
crippled  each  year. 

We  have  provided  for  90  additional  hospital  patients,  for  the 
treatment  of  from  100  to  200  Out-Patients  a day  and  for  all  the 
employees  comfortable  and  well  ventilated  quarters,  which  will 
itself  contribute  no  little  to  the  welfare  of  the  patients  entrusted 
to  their  charge. 

In  developing  the  new  building,  the  building  committee 
has  taken  into  account  our  actual  needs,  and  has  incurred  no 
expenditure  that  was  not  approved  by  the  practical  experience 
of  hospital  work.  Nothing  experimental  has  been  attempted 
and  it  is  well  to  note  that  the  committee  has  kept  within  the 
appropriation  thought  reasonable  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  generosity  of  our  patrons  in  the  past  has  enabled  us  to 
pay  for  our  land  and  buildings  from  our  endowment,  but  the 
consequent  reduction  of  our  income  requires  us  to  rely  011  them 
for  a portion  of  our  running  expenses.  During  the  past  year 
our  running  expenses,  while  kept  below  the  average,  have  ex- 
ceeded our  income  from  all  sources,  viz.,  from  the  city,  the  en- 
dowment fund,  the  receipts  from  patients,  donations  and  lega- 
cies, by  upward  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and  we  expect  increased 
expenses  of  over  $5,000  from  the  operation  of  the  new  building.  . 
We  are  confident  that  the  public,  which  has  ever  shown  an  es- 
pecial tenderness  for  the  maimed  little  ones  whom  we  shelter 
and  heal,  will  generously  support  our  efforts  to  give  them  more 
and  better  treatment. 

Since  our  last  annual  meeting  two  valued  members  of  our 
Board  have  died,  Mr.  Charles  A.  Miller  and  Mr.  John  P. 
Townsend.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  were  quite  active  in  hospi- 
tal work  and  felt  a deserved  pride  in  making  this  the  Orthope- 
dic and  Hernia  Hospital  of  this  great  municipality.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON-IN-CHIEF 


TO  THE 

BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

OF  THE  NEW  YORK  SOCIETY  FOR  THE 

RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED  AND  CRIPPLED. 


The  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Report  is  of  special  interest  inas- 
much as  the  long  contemplated  improvements  have  been  made, 
and  your  Hospital  still  maintains  the  lead  among  the  institu- 
tions of  the  world  for  the  practical  and  scientific  treatment  of 
the  ruptured  and  crippled. 

It  is  a matter  of  congratulation  too  that  in  our  new  building 
ample  opportunity  will  be  afforded  for  clinical  instruction.  The 
feature  which  will  commend  itself  to  the  public  is  the  Depart- 
ment for  Out-patients.  Here  we  have  an  operating  room  for 
minor  operations  and  for  dressings  which  we  have  been  com- 
pelled to  do  in  the  wards,  thus  necessitating  prolonged  reten- 
tion in  the  hospital  of  patients  who  are  intolerant  of  long  con- 
finement in  wards  no  matter  how  nearly  perfect  is  the  venti- 
lation. 

The  manufacturing  department  is  ample  and  well  appointed. 
To  enumerate  all  the  commendable  features  in  this  enlarged  plant 
would  make  this  report  needlessly  long.  I have,  at  the  sugges- 
tion of  your  committee,  included  a few  photographs  showing 
an  interesting  portion  of  our  ward  and  the  work  shop. 

Referring  to  the  tables  on  the.  succeeding  pages  I may  call 
your  attention  to  the  figures  which  show  that  41  per  cent,  of  the 
patients  treated  during  the  past  year  were  cured,  while  the  pro- 
portion for  the  year  preceding  was  31  per  cent.;  that  52  per 
cent,  were  improved  against  53  per  cent.;  4 y2  per  cent,  against 
10  per  cent,  unimproved,  and  deaths  3 per  cent,  against  6 
per  cent,  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1897.  The 
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total  number  of  new  patients  recorded  for  treatment  has  been 
9,274,  a falling  off  of  1,135.  And  yet  there  has  been  an  in- 
creased attendance  of  continued  patients — 20,654  as  against 
1 5,893  for  the  preceding  year. 

In  the  hospital  wards  382-  patients  have  been  treated.  Add- 
ed to  this  are  165  in  hospital  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
The  sum  total  is  547.  The  tables  show  the  diseases  and  the  de- 
formities treated  in  both  departments  and  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  bulk  of  the  work  is  Orthopedic. 

All  of  the  Hernia  patients  have  been  treated  with  trusses  or 
other  mechanical  apparatus,  and  75  children  have  been  subjected 
to  operation.  The  surgeons  of  this  department  of  the  hospital 
have  been  unusually  successful  with  the  operative  form  of  treat- 
ment, which  is  performed,  be  it  understood,  in  such  cases  as  do 
not  improve  under  mechanical  measures.  Up  to  the  present 
400  children  between  the  ages  of  4 to  14  have  been  subjects  of 
operation.  All  of  these  patients  but  three  have  recovered  from 
operation.  The  observation  of  these  children  after  leaving  the 
hospital  and  for  periods  varying  from  six  months  to  five  years, 
shows  that  only  in  six  has  the  ruptured  reappeared.  These  re- 
sults are  in  the  highest  degree  satisfactory. 

The  hospital  children  have  been  entertained  during  the  sum- 
mer months  most  hospitably  by  a number  of  Out-of-town  or- 
ganizations and  our  hosts  have  been  so  uniformly  kind  and  con- 
siderate that  I bespeak  your  cordial  thanks  to  the  following 
homes  and  associations : 

1.  Woody  Crest,  near  Tarrytown,  caring  for  nine  boys  six 
months,  and  eighteen  girls  three  weeks. 

2.  The  Robins  Nest,  also  in  Tarrytown,  caring  for  sixty 
children  during  the  summer,  many  remaining  three  months 
without  change. 

3.  The  Bobolinks  at  Sharon,  Conn.,  furnishing  a complete 
hospital  equipment  for  ten  of  our  worst  cases  three  months 
without  change. 

4.  The  Children’s  Aid  Society,  giving  a week’s  outing  at 
the  Haxtum  Cottage,  Bath  Beach,  to  101  children. 

5.  The  Association  for  the  Relief  of  the  Poor,  carino-  for 
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sixty  children,  periods  from  two  to  four  weeks  at  a time  in  the 
new  buildings  at  Norton’s  Point,  Coney  Island. 

6.  The  Rev.  Geo.  Francis  Nelson,  Mission  House,  for  the 
care  of  thirty-three  children  in  a house  at  Sound  Beach,  Conn. 

7.  An  old  friend  of  the  hospital,  for  a girl  during  the  sum- 
mer at  Saratoga  in  the  St.  Christina  Home. 

8.  One  of  your  number  who  provided  carriage  rides  in  Cen- 
tral Park  for  208  children  during  the  heat  of  the  summer. 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  add  that  all  of  our  little  sufferers 
were  cheered  and  wonderfully  improved  by  these  happy  changes 
from  the  sweltering  heat  of  a city  hospital  to  the  refreshing 
breezes  of  the  country. 

As  in  former  years  members  of  the  consulting  staff  have 
freely  responded  to  all  calls  and  in  many  instances  their  services 
have  been  invaluable.  The  Out-Patient  Staff  as  well  as  the 
House  Staff,  have  responded  promptly  and  have  been  indefatig- 
able in  the  discharge  of  duty.  The  Warden  and  the  Matron 
have  labored  unremittingly,  and  when  one  considers  the  difficul- 
ty of  maintaining  good  discipline  and  a cleanly  establishment  in 
the  midst  of  the  extensive  repairs  that  have  been  going  011  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  it  can  be  easily  seen  that  the  work  of  these 
two  officials  has  been  enormous.  Indeed  all  the  officials  and  all 
the  employees  have  labored  earnestly  and  it  gives  me  pleasure 
to  make  this  public  recognition  of  the  services  so  essential  to 
the  successful  management  of  your  hospital. 

Again  calling  your  attention  to  the  subjoined  report  in  tab-

CERTIFICATE  OF  INTENTION  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  NEW  YORK 
SOCIETY  FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED  AND  CRIPPLED. 


The  undersigned  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age,  and 
citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate  themselves  for  the 
benevolent  and  charitable  object  hereinafter  expressed,  that  they  may  be- 
come a body  corporate  and  politic,  and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  business 
of  the  Society  in  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  an  “Act  for  Incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scientific, 
and  Missionary  Societies,”  passed  Aprii  12.  1848,  and  of  the  Acts  supple- 
mentary to  an  amendatory  of  the  same,  do  for  these  purposes  hereby  certify: 

I.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  institution  shall  be  known  in 
law  is,  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled. 

II.  That  the  particular  business  and  object  of  such  a Society  shall  be  to 
supply  skillfully  constructed  surgico-mechanical  appliances  and  the  treat- 
ment of  in-  and  out-door  patients  requiring  trusses  and  spring  supports  ; 
also  bandages,  laced  stockings,  and  other  suitable  apparatus  for  the  relief 
and  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  to 
make  these  benefits  available  to  the  poorest  in  the  community. 

III.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  five  Vice-Presidents,  one  Treasurer,  one  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary. one  Recording  Secretary,  and  twelve  members  to  be  chosen  annually. 

IV.  That  the  following-named  persons  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  first  year,  viz  : Robert  B.  Minturn,  John  C.  Green, 
Stewart  Brown,  A.  R 'Wetmore.  William  A.  Booth,  Robert  M.  Hart 
ley,  Joseph  B.  Collins,  James  W.  Beekman,  George  Griswold,  John 
David  Wolfe,  Enoch  L Fancher,  James  Knight,  Jonathan  Sturges, 
John  W.  Quincy,  Thomas  Denny,  Luther  R.  Marsh,  Charles  N.  Tal- 
bot, J.  F.  Sheafe,  Henry  S.  Terbell,  Nathan  Bishop. 

V.  That  the  amount  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  to  be  held  by  the 
Society  shall  be  determined  by  the  demands  made  upon  it,  within  the 


limitations  of  the  law.

CHAPTER  638— AN  ACT 

Authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 

Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate.  Passed  April  23,  1867. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  the  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  followsr 

Section  1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled  are  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  devise  or  otherwise, 
and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of  this  incorporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  personal 
property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  any  such  devise  shall  be  subject 
to  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  528— AN  ACT 

To  amend  section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy -seven,  entitled  '■ An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty  eight  of  the  laics  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  entitled  “An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal 
Estate.’  ” Passed  June  2,  1886;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  Stats  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  thirty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  section  one  of 
chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  entitled  'An  Act  authorizing  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  to  hold  Real  and  Personal  Estate,’  ” is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

§ 1.  The  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
is  hereby  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  gift,  bequest,  devise,  or  other- 
wise, and  to  hold,  transfer,  and  convey  for  the  purpose  of  this  corporation, 
and  for  no  other  purpose,  real  property  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
sum  of  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  personal  property  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  provided  that  such  bequest 
and  devise  shall  be  subject  to  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  wills;  and 
provided  further  that  no  salary,  fees,  or  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  or 
received  by  any  Trustee  or  Officer  of  said  Society  out  of  any  funds  or 
property  of  the  Society. 

§ 2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE*  CONSTITUTION  AND 
BY-LAWS. 


As  Revised  February  18,  1864  ; Amended  June  9,  1868,  October  9,  1869,  and 

April  25,  1876. 


Objects  of  the  Society. 

The  objects  of  the  Society  are  to  apply  skilfully  constructed  surgico- 
mechanical  appliances,  for  the  treatment  of  in-  and  out-door  patients,  and 
those  requiring  trusses,  spring  supports,  bandages.  laced  stockings,  and 
apparatus  for  the  cure  of  cripples,  both  adults  and  children,  on  such  con- 
ditions as  will  snake  their  benefits  available,  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  the 
poorest  in  the  city  free  of  charge. 
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Contributors  to  the  Support  of  the  Institution. 

Each  annual  contributor  of  five  dollars  and  upward  shall  be  entitled  to 
recommend  out-door  patients. 

Each  contributor  of  fifty  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall  have 
for  life  the  privilege  of  an  annual  contributor. 

Each  contributor  of  five  hundred  dollars  and  upward,  at  one  time,  shall 
be  denominated  a Patron  of  the  Society,  and  be  entitled  to  the  privileges 
of  the  foregoing  contributors. 


Free  Beds. 

1.  A donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  donor,  during 
life,  to  place  a child  in  the  Hospital  for  treatment;  and  when  such  child 
is  removed  to  place  another  in  its  stead. 

2.  A donation  or  bequest  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  entitle  the  giver 
(as  soon  as  the  money  is  received)  to  the  above  rights  in  perpetuity  ; the 
rights  to  be  transmitted  in  writing  or  by  will,  otherwise  to  cease. 

3.  The  payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  entitles  the  contributor  to  the 
treatment  of  an  indigent  patient  in  the  Hospital  for  one  year,  or  of  such  a 
patient  for  every  hundred  dollars  paid  to  the  Institution. 

Rules  Governing  Patients. 

1.  The  office  hours  for  the  treatment  of  non-resident  patients  shall  be 
from  1 to  3 o’clock  p.  M.,  daily,  Sundays  and  public  holidays  excepted. 

2.  Non-resident  patients  neglecting  to  present  themselves  at  the 
Hospital  for  inspection,  as  directed  by  the  Surgeon  in-Chief  or  his  Assist- 
ants, may  be  deprived  of  the  privilege  of  further  free  treatment  at  the 
Hospital. 

3.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a resident  patient  whose  case  does  not 
require  the  particular  benefits  of  this  Hospital ; nor  shall  any  who  have 
the  small-pox  or  measles,  or  auy  malignant  or  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  be  received  into  any  ward  with  other  patients.  In  all  cases,  be- 
fore reception  of  a patient,  careful  examination  shall  be  made  to  determine 
whether  the  symptoms  are  capable  of  being  relieved  by  Hospital  treatment. 

4.  Persons  are  to  be  received  as  gratuitous  or  pay-patients,  upon  such 
conditions  and  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
who  shall  determine  the  same,  as  far  as  may  be  expedient,  by  general 
rules. 

5.  No  officer  or  servant  of  this  Institution  shall  accept  any  gift  from  a 
patient,  except  by  consent  of  the  Visiting  Committee. 

6.  If  any  patient  shall  not  conform  to  the  By-Laws  and  Regulations  of 
the  Hospital,  or  shall  behave  rudely  or  indecently,  such  patient  may  be 
immediately  discharged  by  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  who  shall  forthwith  re- 
port such  discharge,  and  the  cause  thereof,  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

7.  Resident  patients  seized  by  a contagious  or  infectious  disease  will  be 
forthwith  removed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  notice  given  at  the  same 
time  to  the  family  or  friends  of  the  patient. 

8.  No  resident  patient  shall  leave  the  Hospital  premises  without  the 
permission  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief ; nor  shall  a resident  patient  he  re- 
moved or  discharged  therefrom  without  a written  permit  or  discharge 
from  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  or  his  Assistant. 

9.  No  article  of  any  description  belonging  to  a patient  shall  he  removed 
from  the  Hospital  without  permission  of  the  Warden  : and  all  articles 
brought  to  the  Hospital  for  the  use  of  patients,  as  donations,  or  otherwise, 
must  be  given  in  the  first  place  to  the  Warden  for  examination  and  record.
